18,390 Canadian 
Army Casualties 


OTTAWA, June 19—(CP)—Casu-| 
alties suffered by Canadian Army 
from the outbreak of War to April) 
30 totalled 18,390, it was disclosed 
today by the wartime information | 
board in its monthly publication | 
“Canada at War.” 

The last official total, announced | 
by defence headquarters April 25, | 
covered a period up to Feb. 29 and 
was given as 16,768. 

The new tabulation showed 
6,133 dead, 381 missing, 3,65! pris- 
oners of war and 8,225 wounded, 

The prisoner total does not in- 
clude 55 men who have been re- 
patriated or escaped. | 

The dead total includes officers, 
and men who have been killed in 
action, died of wounds, died of in- 
juries, died while prisoners, pre-/ 
sumed dead and died of natural 
cause, 

The defence headquarter’ an- 
nouncement gave the total navy 
casualties as 1,313 and the air force 
as 12,457. The W.1LB. publication 
does not bring these figures up to 
date.

VIOLENT BATTLES 
While the crucial battle of the 
Cherbourg peninsula was being 
fought, the remainder of the 116- 
mile “battlefront flared with violent 
struggles all the way from the no 
land of Carentan to the 
Troarn outpost east of Caen. 
British assault forces battled 
their way into Tilly-Sur-Seulles, 
12 miles west of Caen, and cap- 
tured the northern part of the 
ruined town.

Big Bombers Re Raid 
Robot Bomb Bases

LONDON, June 19,—Hundreds of 
American heavy bombers smashed 
at German air fields in southeast- 
ern France and “military installa- 
tions” — presumably robot bomb 
bases—along the French coast to- 
day to lead the Allied air armadas 
supparting the invasion armies in 
Normandy. 

The heavy bombers hit German 
air fields at Bordeaux-Merignac, 
Cazaux, southwest of Bordeaux, and 
Corme Ecclus near the coast north 
of Bordeaux some 200 miles below 
the Normandy battlefront. 

The official announcement of 
the U.S. air force’s daylight op- 
erations gave no details of the at- 
tack on the Pas de Calais area of 
France, but it was from that re- 
gion that the Nazis were presum- 
ed to be launching their flying 
bombs against southern England. 

During the night R.A.F. heavy 
bombers searched for the sources 
of Nazi robot planes, which con- 
tinued to plague southern England. 
The air ministry specified a single 
military installation in northern 
France as the night target, lead- 
ing to speculation that the heavy 
bombers may have found the prin- 
cipal nest of the devil bombers.

Roads, Bridges 
Badly Damaged 
By High Waters 


. Flood conditions in the Pembina 
and Paddle river valleys are the 
worst in the history of the prov- 
ince, and will seriously interrupt 
bridge and road work programs 
planned for this year, Hon. W. A, 

Fallow, minister of public works, 
said Monday. 

Although the flood waters have 
begun to recede, no estimate of 
damage can be made until condi- 
tions return to normal. Bridges, 
roads and ferries have been dam- 
aged, and many bridges are stil 
under water. According to reports 
from the territory, the rivers rose 
nine feet higher than any mark 
previously recorded. 

Serious damage has been done to 
highways and bridges from Belve- 
dere to the junction of the Pem- 
bina with the Athabasca River, and 
between Barrhead and Manola 
along the Paddle River, Mr. Fallow 
said. Some ferries have gone out 
in these areas, and bridges ‘have 
been completely inundated. “We 
can’t tell if the bridges are there 
or not,” he added.

Winch Says Family 
Being ‘Terrorized’ 


VANCOUVER, June 19.—(CP)— 
Harold Winch, C.C.F, leader jn the 
British Columbia legislature, said 
today his wife received three 
threatening telephone calls during 
his absence in Saskatchewan and 
he added he is convinced “some- 
one” is carrying on an “intensified 
campaign to terrorize” his family. 

Mr. Winch, who has just re- 
turned from participating in the 
Saskatchewan campaign, report-’ 
ed to police his desk had been 
forced open and private papers 
stolen, A gold ring, gas coupons 
and a bracelet in the desk were 
not touched, 

On several previous occasions 
Mr. Winch has told police of 
mysterious telephone calls to his 
home during which the callers 
made threats against his wife or 
slandered him. Today he reported 
a “postcard” campaign had been 
launched against him. 

“Someone is sending these cards 
which contain libellous statements 
about me to people in British 
Columbia and the prairie prov- 
inces,” he said in an interview. 
“Several people have turned 
samples of these cards over to me.”

5,278 Canadian 
War Prisoners 


OTTAWA, June 19—(CP)—Some 
5,278 Canadians were held prisoners 
of war on May 31, scattered through 
enemy camps in Germany, Hungary 
and the far east, it was disclosed to- 
day in the wartime information 
board's monthly publication “Can- 
ada at War.” 

A tabulations shows the navy 
with eight, the army with 3,629, the 
air force 1,496 and the merchant 
marine with 145. Of the 5,278 total, 
3,700 are held in the European 
theatre and 1,578 in the far east. 
“Canada at War" recalls that 
while Japan had signified her in- 
tention of abiding by the provisions 
of the international convention on 
treatment of prisoners, she has 
failed to do so “and very little de- 
tailed information is available con- 
cerning the men held in Japanese 
camps.”

bring full success to the cause of 
freedom.” 


POLITICAL ASPECTS 


Touching on political aspects of

BROADEN CORRIDOR 


Meanwhile there was no sign of 
a big-scale German counter-offen- 


sive from the south against the Am- 
erican barricade thrown across the 
Cherbourg peninsula during 
week-end fighting. 

It appeared possible that the 
Germans at the base of the pen- 
insula still had not recovered 
from the shock of the break 
through to the west coast, and the 
Americans were taking advantage 
of their confusion to broaden and 
strengthen the corridor, which al- 
ready had proved impervious to 
the one heavy thrust in the area 
northwest of St. Sauveur, 

Dirty weather cut the Allied air 
activity ip the immediate battle 
area to a minimum basis of a few 
standing fighter patrols and a 
handfuk of sorties by ‘fighter- 
bombers from beachhead landing 
strips. 


BRITISH GAIN 

The Eighth Air Force, however, 
put about 500 heavy bombers into 
an attack on air fields and military 
installations, especially Luftwaffe 
bases south of Normandy. 

On the opposite flank of the Al- 
lied beachhead, British troops 
slugged their way into Tilly-Sur- 
Suelles, outpost basé 12 miles west 
of Caen, and wrested the north end 
of the town from the Germans in 
heavy street fighting. 

The Nazis still held the southern 
end of the town, however, but 
headquarters reports indicated they 
were being blasted out in a slow 
but steady push through the ruins 
by Empire shock troops, 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
was revealed to have estimated that 
1,000,000 men now were fighting in 
Normandy. 

Hundreds of Allied planes swarm- 
ed over the Cherbourg peninsula to- 
day and hurled rockets, bombs and 
shells into trapped enemy units 
faced with the alternatives of death 
or surrender, All their efforts to 
reform for an attempt to break out 
of’ the 650-square-mile pocket 
around Cherbourg were smashed, 

Front reports indicated the 
enemy has, decided to fight to the 
end despite overwhelming odds, 
and a spokesman at Allied ead- 
quarters warned that the Allied 
conquest of Cherbourg would not 
be easy. Heavy and elaborate 
fortifications guard the ap- 
proaches to the post, 

The German Transocean agency 
speculated that the Allies may at- 
tempt a new landing onethe north 
coast of the peninsula in an effort 
to get around the defences south- 
ward, Large Allied shipping for- 
mations have been sighted at sea 
that apparently haye no intention 
of unloading at the already-secured 
beachheads, Transocean said. 


NO COUNTER-ATTACKS 
Apparently disorganized by the 
hurricane Allied air assault, which 
spread death and _ destruction 
through their ranks, the Germans 
have not attempted a new break- 
through since their initial attempt 
ended in failure yesterday 

Nearly 2,000 well-armed enemy 
troops from the 77th and 709th 
German infantry divisions plung- 
ed headlong into the American 
line yesterday near St. Jacques 
De Nehou, four miles northwest 
of St. Sauveur-le-Vicomte, and 
came so close to knocking a gap 
in the line that the corps com- 
mander flashed the order: 


“Stand to the last and hold 
them.” 
The Americans held and two 


hours later the Germans began 


falling backward toward Brie- 
quebec, only to run into other 
vehicles heading southward, Am- 
erican bombers, fighter-bombers 


and fighters came over when con- 
fusion was at its height and left 
scores of vehicles blazing 
PLANES HIT TROOPS 

Allied planes also poured rock- 
els, bombs, shells and bullets into 
enemy concentrations south of the 
American corridor, particularly 
around La Haye-Due Puits, six 
miles south of St, Sauveur-Le Vi- 
comte, to prevent a rescue attempt 
from that quarter, The 9th U.S, 
Air Force announced that its Thun- 
derbolis had killed or wounded 
more than 800 retreating Germans 
and destroyed at least 30 trucks 
and many horsedrawn field guns 
and motorcycles in strafing raids, 

In strengthening their corridor, 
the Americans gained new 
ground both north and south of 
St. Sauveur-Le Vicomte, former- 
ly the marrowest point—only 
three miles wide, 

Along the west coast, the Amer- 
icans held a stretch of at least 
seven miles between Cap Cartaret 
in the north and Portbai) in the 
south, An Allied headquarters 
spokesman said that the Germans 
were withdrawing both north and 
south of Barneville, just east of 
Cap Cartaret, but did not reveal 
the extent of their retreat. 


ALLIES STRENGTHEN 
American commanders, taking 
advantage of the enemy's confu- 
sion, were fanning out along roads 
to the north and south of the corri- 
dor to improvise strong points and 
spike them with guns commanding 
routes over which any German 
counter-attacks must come, 
Elsewhere along the 116-mile- 
long front, the Allies made num- 
erous minor advances in heavy 
fighting.

The directorate of public rela- 
tions here said today the first 
still pictures of the invasion to 
reach the press of Britain, the

and for the first two days of 
publication 60 to 75 per cent of 

the pictures published were those 
of Canadian forces in action. 

The first motion pictures shown 
in the United Kingdom were Can- 
adian, and reels taken on landing 
craft and on’ the beaches by a Can- 
adian cameraman also were the 
first to reach the United States.

Guns Are Regrouped 


Britain’s Ack-Ack Defences 
Changed to Combat Robots 


LONDON, June 19, — (CP) — 
Britain's anti-aircraft defences 
have been organized to combat 
Germany's pilotless planes. New 


gun-sites have been chosen for 
some guns to obtain a maximum 
fire power against the robot 
planes before they reached popu- 
lated areas. Guns of all calibre 
are being fired and at night often 
are used in conjunction with 
searchlights. 

Machine- guns, 22- millimetre 
and 40-millimetre Bofors, heavy 
and super-heavy guns and even 
rocket anti-aircraft guns manned 
at night by Home Guards have 
been used successfully in the 
channel straits area, 


Gunners at anti-aircraft sites 
use the same instruments in 
charting the course of the pilot- 
less planes as they do with ordin- 
ary planes. 

New gun drills for anti-aircraft 
engagements which were intro- 
duced as far back as last October 
when this technique was first 
studied, have been learned by 
all troops in the light of the raids 
during the past week. Fresh in- 
structions to help the gunners in 
combatting the pilotless aircraft 
were sent out this week-end. 

The switchover to flying bombs, 
which are easily identified, have 
straight courses and fly at a 
reasonable height, means that 
they are a target within range of 
all guns in a defended area.

Control Most 
Of Elba Island

ROME, June 19—French col- 
onial troops have fought their way 
across the narrow waist of Elba 
to capture the Insular capital of 
Portoferrario and now control 
most of the 85-square-mile island, 
a communique announced today, 
while Allied forces on the Italian 
mainland battled through stiff 
German resistance on the out- 
skirts of Perugia. 

Cut off from all hope of escape or 
reinforcement by Allied naval aid 
air forces patrolling the approaches 
tu Elba, the remnants of the Ger- 
man garrison were reported scat- 
tering through the hills under re- 
lentless attack by veteran French 
Commandos, Senegalese, Moroccans 
and Algerian troops. 

Portoferraio, on the northern end 
of the island, was seized yesterday 
by a French spearhead that thrust 
up from the south coast, capturing

As a result of the shocking disclosure 
that the banks have been secretly hiding 
profits and evading taxes, the Hon. J. L. 
llsley, minister of finance, was forced to ad- 
mit that three of the banks will be forced to 
pay additional taxes because they were 
concealing excessive amounts in secret and 
hidden reserves.

A Place To Begin 


The offer of Mr. W. T. Henry to sell the 
city the site and fire-damaged Blowey- 
Henry warehouse for half the present value 
of the property was in keeping with the 
public spirit this pioneer businessman has 
always shown where the interests of the 
city were concerned. The premises are well 
situated for the purposes to which they 
have hitherto been put, and the property 
likely to increase in value as the years pass. 
It was a bargain offer, and credit is due to 
Mr. Henry for having made it. 

The city council of course closed with 
the proposal, and thereby took a further 
step in clearing the way for the beautifica- 
tion of the area fronting and flanking the 
MacDonald hotel.

Investigators Go North 


The area made accessible by the con- 
struction of the Alaska Highway is to be 
put under expert investigation to ascertain 
its productive possibilities this year, Opera- 
tions will of course continue with a view 
to extending the Mackenzie oil field. And 
Dr. Camsell, deputy minister of mines and 
resources, announces that this federal de- 
partment will co-operate with the depart-t 
men of fisheries in examining other re- 
sources, 

The region is to be completely mapped 
and its geological structure studied. Forests 
are to be inspected and grazing lands sur- 
veyed. Soil conditions will be scientifically 
inquired into. and a_ sub-experimental 
Station established. The fishery resources 
of the lakes and streams will be investi- 
gated. 

All this activity, and the expense inci- 
dental to it, assumes that the products of 
these several resources can be. turned to 
practical account in the reasonably near 
future. This assumption is no doubt based 
in large measure on the expected develop- 
ment of the oil deposits in the Mackenzie 
valley and the consequent presence of a 
considerable and permanent resident popu- 
lation, 

What kind of exportable products may 
be produced there, aside from oil and furs, 
is speculative. That is an unknown quan- 
tity, which this broad examination by 
Specialists should help to define. The re- 
sults may be unexpectedly good, or they 
may be disappointing. In any case it is 
worth finding out what the territory con- 
tains in the way of useful resources, And 
it is better that the scientist should do the 
investigating, instead of leaving this to the 
haphazard and costly experience of pioneer 
prospectors and adventurers.

“If Thine Enemy Hunger” 


For twenty | the resources of 
Sicily and of Italy were devoted to building 
armament and otherwise preparing for 
war, Now the people there have no money 
and no products to exchange for food, and 
they are hungry. Because Italy is a former 
enemy State, it is entitled to get food and 
other aid from the Allies only on a cash or 
loan basis—and its credit is nil. 

That is the problem which now faces 
the United Nations Relief Administration, 
To their credit, and as a matter of course, 
the officials are trying to find a way to 
circumvent the restrictions and send relief 
to these distressed people. And it may be 
confidently assumed that, one way or 
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another, this will be done. Among these 
civilized nations hunger is its own sufficient 
claim. 

But it is not to be overlooked just what 
is involved. The Italians impoverished 
themselves—some unwillingly, it is true— 
in shaping weapons with which to strike 
down the countries to which they must 
now look for food, and in trying to make 
those weapons effective. That is why they 
are in want. There is no other reason. 
Their enmity toward us, for which they 
had not a shadow of cause, is the root of 
their distress. 

“If thine enemy hunger, feed him.” The 
words have seldom applied more directly 
to any country than they now do to the 
United Nations. And they will do it; there 
need be no doubt of that. Greedy, grasping 


and soulless as they have been represented 
by their enemies to be, the Allied countries 
will give aid to the people whom Mussolini 
taught to hate them and try to destroy 
them. 

The taxpayers of Canada and the other 
United Nations, as they go down in their 
pockets to pay for the relief that will as- 
suredly be sent to the people of Italy, may 
hope that these will understand and re- 
member what it is that we are doing for 
them in their helpless and hopeless hour. 

In New Brunswick several persons died 
as a result of drinking denatured alcohol. 
Regrettable, of course, still people who 
do not at this stage know that denatured 
alcohol is poisonous are quite likely to 
find some other way to prematurely end 
their careers if they can't get ‘canned 
heat.”

The expeditions of liberation in 
continental Europe appear to be 
following, with nigh success, the 


strategical and tactical plans laid) 
down some months ago. 

The preliminary idea seems to 
be to squeeze off the various 
bulges of France and utilize them 
as bases for further operations. If 
this is the case, 
it is difficult to 
believe that the 
first landings rep- 
resent the major 
invasion move. 

The ~ functions 
of these particu- 
lar expeditions 
are probably. to 
engage as large a 
force as possible 
of the enemy's 
troops and to re- 
capture Paris. 

It is not unlike- i 
Jy that a similar expedition will 
move into western Norway when 
the advance of the Russians along 
the Karelian Isthmus has gone a 
satisfactory and agreed distance. 
Scandinavia can then be pinched 
out of the war as parts of France 
ure being pinched out. This move, 
too, would change the neutral posi- 
tion of Sweden. 

It is reasonable to suppose—al- 
though this is merely a guess—that 
several of these preliminary in- 
vasions will be made before the 
drive starts that will hit the heart 
of Berlin and end the war.

Turkey has been invited by Mr. 
Churchill to enter the war and 
would probably have done so be- 
fore this were it not for fear— 
quite unjustified, I think—of Rus- 
sian bad faith. Exactly the same 
consideration applies to Sweden. If 
this obstacle can be overcome, the 
adherence to our cause of these 
two nations would considerably 
shorten the war. : 

However, there is beginning to be 
(alk of another factor that may 
shorten the war. Some quite solid 
and reputable experts have been 
predicting a German collapse witn- 
in two months, 

There is a quite substantial color 
of reason behind this conjecture. 
Presumably, the highly competent 
German General Staff has warned 
Hitler—as they certainly warned 
him over Russia last winter and 
over Italy during the past year— 
that the German forces are much 
over-extended and that the time 
has come to reduce their defence 
lines drastically. Presumably, too, 
Hitler will refuse to do this. Real 
importance may be attached now to 
the prospect of a German army 
plot to remove the fuehrer. 

Everyone should be warned, 
however, that this is no more than 
conjecture and that the prospect of 
a long and difficult war still re- 
mains. 

If the military affairs of the Al- 
lies are going well, less can be 
said fov taeir political affairs. Ac- 
tually, international relations, 
among the United Nations, are 
falling into pretty serious confusion. 

This is mostly the result of a 
leftist agitation in English-speaking 
countries to set up some form of an 
international socialist state after 
the war. , 

China, in particular, has become 
the focus of this agitation. The 
Chungking government used to be 
the ideal of our parlor pinks, when 
they were not blindly adoring Rus 
sia, but it has gradually been re- 
vealed that General Chiang Kai-| 
shek has no intention of turning}

Tighten Chairs 


In addition to cutting down and 
renovating a lot of plain and fancy 
mending is usually in order. A 
loose chair rung, for instance, 
should be repaired by sawing a cut 
into the loose end about two inches 
from the end, following the grain, 
then driving a thin sliver of wood 
tighly into the slit. 

This makes the end of the rung 
big enough so that after coating it 
well with glue it can be hammered 
jsnugly back into its hole. Next 
bind several turns of cord around 
the two posts joined by the rung. 
Tighen with a stick inserted in the 
cord and twisted, tourniquet fash- 
ion, till the rung is dry and tight. 

A split leg or joint is best re- 
paired by cleaning the two raw 
surfaces of the split with a stiff, 
dry brush, then covering the two 
parts with glue. Fit them together 
and wrap with a piece of folded 
paper or cardboard and bind 
around and around with dampened 
twine.

Yeved that they can be repaired 
and restored to some semblance 
of their former selves, 

The effigies had been protected 
against high explosives by having 
|large wooden beams placed over 
them, When the roof of the Nor- 
man round church was set on fire 
| by incendiaries and collapsed, blaz- 


ing wood and boiling lead fell 
}upon the floor of the church, 
| where it set alight the beams de- 


signed to protect the effigies. 

The result was that more dam- 
age was done than would have oce 
curred had the tombs not been 
thus protected, and all ten crusad- 
ers have been badly cracked and 
damaged. They have now been 
bricked in against further damage, 
whether from incendiaries or ex- 
plosives Had they Been so pro- 
tected at the beginning they might 
have been safe today.

(1) Poor and ignorant people | 
who live on a diet rich in starches | 


and sugars—white flour, refined 
corn meal, doctored “breakfast 
food”, syrup or molasses, candy, | 


sweetened beverages, and fat, but | 
poor in proteins and vitamins. 

(2) People who vhave lost many | 
teeth and have not had them re- 
placed with functionally useful 
dentures. 

(3) People who depend on alco- | 
holic beverages or liqyors to supply 
any considerable part of their cal- 
ories. 

(4) People who for any reason 
follow restricted diets for long 
periods without competent medical 
assays of the nutritional adequacy 
}of the diet or without supplement- 
ing the deficient diet with the 
necessary vitamins. 

Among the foods which prevent 
and cure pellagra are fresh milk, 
fresh fruit, greens, garden fresh 
vegetables, tomato or tomato juice 
(fresh or canned), eggs, lean meat, 
plain wheat. Use of niacin, brew- 
er's yeast powder or thiamin in any 
case is a matter for the physician 
to control.
